Last night I came to Smyrna from 
Constantinople aboard the United 
giates destroyer Litchfield. As we 
passed close inshore off Marmora 
island the horizon from Panderma 
toward Brusa, as far as we could gee, 
was alight with flaming hamlets. The 
Greek army is evacuating, yes, but i 
leaves western Anatolia in ruins. 

Gmyrna is a city of furore. E\very 
reat pading into it is choked with 
refugees ing in terror from un- 
named dread. Mingled with the peo- 
ple mostly Greeks and Armenians, are 
deserters. This afternoon, in a drive 
of three hours toward Magnesia, we 
passed more than 4,000 soldiers. Refu- 
gees—erstwhile fighting men—travel- 
ing in any sort of conveyance that may 
come to hand. Wagons, carts, donkeys, 
mules, camels, even prehistoric wooden 
wheeldd bullock carts, are pressed into 
service. : 

Mothers Carry Babies.

Families with 
household goods piled on wagons and 
children on top; families driving two 
or thfée carts, with their sheep and 
cattle ‘and horses ahead of them;

No Fight Left in Greeks. 


The Hellenic army was crushed and 
put to flight. It hasn’t an ounce of 


fight left. Upon examining the details 


of the two battles which brought Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha victory one point 
is outstanding: the amazingly good 
leadership of the Turks and the ocor- 
respondingly wretched staff work and 
cowardly leadership of the Greeks. 

So cleverly did Kemal mask his in- 
tentions that the Greek staff admits 
it was unaware of the impending of- 
fensive three Gays before the blow fell. 
He massed three army corps southwest 
of Afium Karahissar, where a config- 
uration of the country, mountainous 
and wooded, successfully hid the con- 
centrations from the Greek planes. The 
famous Turkish cavalry corps was 
placed at Bajad, northeast of Afium. 
On Aug. 23 several reconnaisances 
in force were made at widely sepa- 
rated points. The Greeks meanwhile 
were not expecting an attack, or, be- 
lieving that Kutahia was the point 
threatened, massed their reserves in 
the vicinity of that city, whence it 
was impossible to rush them to the 
defense of Afilum. There was not one 
regiment of reserves following along 


the line of the railway leading west 


from Afium. 


Kemal Launches Attack. 
Kemal launched his attack on the 
morning of Aug. 26. Before dawn the 
troops were in a position to attack, 
and the offensive was ushered in by 


the Turkish guns. 

The second Greek division made a 
magnificent defense but was greatly 
outnumbered. They were half annihi® 
lated by artillery and machine gun fire. 
These were the only considerable losses 
of the entire campaign on either side. 
The fourth division on their left, 
however, gave way under slight pres- 
sure and ran. They were whipped and 
dispersed. On the evening of Aug. 27, 
Afium fell and the first Greek corps, 
minus the fourth, which outdistanced 
even its liaison with the rest of the 
corps, withdrew westward.

In this second battle,of the cam- 
paign the Second division lacked the 
sorely needed support of the rest of 
the corps, and despite its wonderful 
natural position was badly outnum- 
bered and defeated after two days. ‘On 
the fifth day of the offensive it re- 
treated to Ushak. It found Ushak al- 
ready in flames when it arrived there 
on the night of Aug. 31. The muni- 
tions depot had been exploded and the 
rest of the corps began an evacuation. 
That was the last battle of the cam- 
paign. 
While the battle of Doumlupunar 
was proceeding the Turkish cavalry 
was pushing northwestward. It took 
Gediz and Simlav in two days, later 
cutting off the Greek southern army 
from the northern group, thus block- 
ing the retreat from Eski-Shehr except 
via Brusa and Moudania.

IN DEFENSE OF THE 

AMERICAN HERITAGE. 

In yesterday’s Tripunzw Grafton Wilcox of Tue 
Trisonge’s Washington bureau told something of 
the work of the American Legion for Americaniza- 
tion. We believe this work is the most important 
seryice the Legion can perform short of armed de- 
fense of the country, and in one sense it is even 
mote useful, since it may be classified as pre 
ventive medicine. 

We hope the Legion will take its Americapization 
campaign very seriously and push it energetically. 
But it should not be left unaided. Patriotic s0- 
cleties and civie organizations throughout the 
country should earry on educational work of like 
character. We also urge cotperation among all 
patriotic agencies and the formulation of & con- 
sistent program expressed in well considered 
methods. We suggest, therefore, that the Legion 
call a conference on Americanization, inviting al! 
agsoviations interested in the problem to send dele- 
gates. In such a conference, which ought to in- 

clude leading educators and ‘heads of public school 
systems, the situation could be thoroughly exam- 
ined and the most effective measures determined

We thihk such a conference is needed for two 


: 


reasons. The chief of these is that it would help 
to yoube a more general interest in the problem and 
to advertise the anti-patriotic influences operating 
in ‘this country. We agree with Commander Mc- 
Cauley of the Illinois department of the Legion, 
who has been making a survey of conditions and 
asserts that our American people feel too secure. 
. Some cold facts, bluntly administered,” he says, 


“might wake them up to the eonditions all about 
them.® 3 

Commander McCauley refers especially to the 
situation among non-English speaking residents 
whb @re reached by the propaganda of foreign 
radicalism which is not being counteracted by edu- 
cation in American jnstitutions.and ideas. This is 
a Weak epot, undoubtedly, in otr system. Many an 
immigrant comes to us from a country in which 
freedom, its principles and opportunities, are un- 
known. What political and social ideas he has are 
based. on conditions in the country he leaves. He 
has no knowledge of American ideas and he can- 
not acquire it so long as he cannet read-out lan- 
guage and lives among his own people in the same 
condition, though transplanted or rather removed 
to our shores.‘ If he suffer want here he must 
interpret its causes and seek remedies in terms of 
the knowledge and theories he brought with hin.

This large body of our population, numbering 
perhaps millions, is a force to be reckoned with. 


It is a digintegrant of Americanigm and strong | 


enough to pervert our native insfitutions and di- 
vert the course of our political and social evolu- 
tion.. a 

But this; element does not constitute the only 
phase of the problem. .The indifferent American 
constitutes another. Ameficans of this generation 
have not had t® fight for their legacy of American 
freedom. Too many of t are like a youth who 
inherits the wealth acquired by his father. They 
take their heritage for granted and only dimly rea)- 


sons why he should not be. Mr. Baker, on the other 
hand, offers the voter a marked change in repre 
sentation. 

Would it be a change for the better? Would 
the substantial interests of Michigan be better pro- 
tected or advanced by Senator Townsend or Mr. 
Baker? Would the interests of the country at 
this time be better protected or advanced by Sena- 
tor Townsend or Mr. Baker? 

That is the question for the Republicans of 
Michigan to consider, and, if they give it fair con- 
sideration, it seems to us their choice must fall 
unhesitatingly on Senator Townsend. 

What Michigan wants, we assume, is service, 
not mere protest. Senator Townsend has given 
good service and if returned he will insure Michi- 
gan an influential voice in legislation. Mr. Baker 
would go to the senate without experience, with- 
out demonstrated legislative ability, without in- 


Michigan to be served in the next six years— 
for example, the great waterway to the sea—and 
Senator Townsend will be able to do a good deal 
more for them than a new and untried man. 
What strength Mr. Baker represents, it appears, 
arises from a feeling of dissatisfaction and disap- 
pointment with the administration. With some 
part of this emotion we have a certain sympathy; 
but a good part of it is unreasonable. There is 
always a reaction after such a victory as 1920. 
There are always disappointments, since it is easier 
to demand than to fulfill, to criticize than to ac- 
complish. The task before the administration and 
party, with the overwhelming burden and general 
demoralization of the war and the unescapable con- 
sequences of Democratic politics and policies, could 
not be performed to the satisfaction of every one. 
But much has been done that most needed doing 
and about the least sensible course for Republicans 
to adopt would be to give way to irrational discon- 
tent because miracles have not been performed. 
The whole middle west is especially interested in 
the senatorial representation from Michigan, which 
is our representation also. If Michigah Republicans 
choose wisely we shall all be benefited, and unques- 
tionably Michigan and the middle west alike need 
all the influence we can get in the senate for con- 
structive measures, the chief of which is the sea- 
way. The accomplishment of that great work will 
mark one of the most beneficent acts in the eco- 
nomic history of the continent and its advantages 
will actrue especially to a state situated as Michi- 
gan is. For such service Senator Townsend is far 
better equipped than Mr. Baker can be in the most 
favorable circumstances.

LAWLESS POLICEMEN. 


A 13 year old girl who had been bathing at the 
Oak street beach walked across the lawn near the 
beach without putting a robe over her bathing suit. 
That was a violation of regulations and Lincoln 
Park Policeman Cutler, stationed at the beach, 
seized her and treated her so roughly that her 
father and mother intervened. The father was 
roughly handled and the mother abused. The po- 
liceman then arrested the girl and the father. 
Young John B. Drake, seeing the plight of the 
family, intervened and endeavored to remonstrate 
with the policeman. He also was arrested. The 
following day in courfeall three were discharged. 
Young Mr. Drake and his father are making a 
point of the case, and rightly. The young man 
says that it is not his habit to interfere with the 
police, but he hae seen so many cases of mistreat- 
ment at the beach that it became impossible to 
remain passive. 


The police are expected to use discretion in pre- 
serving and enforcing law, but it is not their priv- 
ilege to abuse citizens. A policeman may warn a 
person who has violated a regulation. A sensible 
officer knows when a warning is better than an 
arrest, as it frequently is, and the warning need 
not be given offensively. 

If an arrest is necessary, there is'no excuse for 
violence, or even roughness, unless there is resist- 
ance. There is no excuse for abusive language. 
The policeman’s case is in court and not in the 
market place. The abusive, violent policeman is 
lawless himself and he brings law into disrespect. 
No one expects a policeman to handle a rowdy or 
a crowd of rowdies by saying “Tut,” but it is 
expected that ordinary citizens shall ‘be handled jn 
a lawful and not a lawless manner. When a policg. 
man is lawless he should be prosecuted. He should 
be taught that he will have public respect when 
he acts as if he respected himself and the law he 
is protecting. Moreover, when an assignment in- 


The. policeman will increase his power if he de- 
creases his abuse of it.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Spe 


¢lal.j—The interstate commerce com- 


mission is preparing for resumption of 
hearings on the important issue of con- 
solidating the railroads of the United 
States into a limited number of sys 
tems. The commission's tentative plan 
contemplates the creation of nineteen 
systems, into which would be incor- 
porated all the railroads of the coun 
try. 

With the wisdom of such a consum- 
mation emphasized by the industrial 
conflict which is still waging, mem- 
bers of the commission are anxious to 
renew the hearings and to get along 
as rapidly as possible to a point where 
a final plan and recommendations can 
be prepared. 


Henry ¢ C. Hall. the commissioner ot. 


rectly in charge of the consolidation 
problem, is now planning to. hold 4 
series of hearings in the far west, be- 
ginning next month. The tnftial hear- 
ings held by the commission here deait 
with the three consolidated systems 
proposed for the southeast.

The majority of the main lines that 
would be affected by the proposals for 
that region either entered violent pro- 
tests or suggested different consolida- 
tions. Adin the southeastern hearings, 
the commission will encounter opposi- 
tion to its consolidation plan every- 
where, it is expected, but this will not 
deter it in its determination to work out 
a comprehensive consolidation scheme:

Cooking Ham Shanks. 


A communication from one of the 
big packing companies recently made 
the statement that there had been 


a decline of from 15 to 20 per cent 
in wholesale prices of ham within 
six weeks. These communications 
usually advocate that hams be pur- 
chased whole, yet among the recipes 
sent along this time were some for! 
cooking ham shanks which one may 
buy at a small price at any time, yet 
such are just as convenient 
when you purchase a whole ham. The 
general statement for this piece of 
meat was 

“The shank readily lends itself to 
cooking either in the fireless cooker 
or pressure coeker, with vegetables. 
Either way is good for summer as 
there is a minimum of heat and a 
maximum of good food.” 

The following recipe needs a few 
more details perhaps, but it reads: 
“ Carefully wash a ham shank—about 
three pounds. Boil ‘slowly two or 


three hours. Seasonings may be 


added to the water. During the last 
half hour of cooking add potatoes, 
yellow turnips, carrots, onions, and 
cabbage, clearied and cut into large 
pieces. Serve ham in center of large 
platter with vegetables arranged as an 
attractive border.” 

Of course, it takes excellent cook- 
ing to make this sort of a dish “ nice.” 
The ham should be immaculate, and 
I should do a little paring and scrap- 
ing as well as washing to make it 
so. In another of the ham shank 
recipes it gives a detail omitted in 
the above, “cover with cold water,” 
and allow about thirty minutes to the 
pound Of cooking by simmering. The 
vegetables added are one-half dozen 
potatoes, four carrots cubed, three 
small onions, one pint of string beans, 
and one small cabbage cut in pieces.

Finds Cops Handicapped 
in Getting Evidence. 


‘Specialized workers to handle Chica- 
g0’s vice situation will be recommend- 
ed shortly by Chief of Police Fitzmor- 
ris, he indicated yesterday. 

_ In commenting on police rafis Sat- 
urday night and early yesterday, which 
resulted in 200 arrests of men and 
women on vice, gambling, and liquor 
charges, Chief Fitzmorris said: 

“I do not believe the regular police 
department should do this work. It 
takes policemen to make the actual 
arrests in vice cases, of course, but 
they should not be required to obtain 
evidence and work up the cases. 

Policemen Are Handicapped. 

“Most policemen are not especially 
trained to the work and the war on 
prostitution.gequires trained men. Uni- 
formed policemen. are useless, 
course, and plain clothes detectives 
are easily detected 4r already known 
fn underworld resorts. 

“We should have a separate bureau, 
coéperating with health and hygienic 
workers, of men and women thoroughly 
educated on the various phases of the 
vice problem.” 

Chief Fitzmorris is now studying 
records of this and other cities on the 
handling of vice before presenting his 
recommendations. 

f Luxurious Den Raided. 


Lieut. John McCarthy of the chtef’s 
office conducted the raids, held simul- 
taneously on the west and south sides, 
Saturday night and Sunday morning. 

One of the most luxurious vice dens 
the police have viewed in years was 
uncovered when an apartment at 2237

thousands of dollars worth of furnish- 
ings, was entered by a squad headed by 
Lieut. McCarthy personally.
